1 ako 
take for granted that the rotation of 
corn, oats and wheat is practiced, us 
here. Although I do not regard this as 
Uo best chance for wheat, yet circum- 
stances seem to force us into this rota- 
tion, and I will not now urge my views 
against it. 


As soon as the oat ciop has been re- 


moved, or even while the shocks arc in 
(ho Deld and nol in the line of the plow, 
I math out ray lands seven or eight 
steps wide, and back furrow four rounds 
on each one ; then commence hauling 
manure, and drop it in piles about fif- 
teen feet apart, so that thirty good two- 
horse loads will go over an acre when 
spread evenly. It .is easier hauling 
over the field before -tho plowing is all 
done. Do not fear that the manure will 
•waste any if put in snug heaps. After 
the manure is all out, finish plowing tho 
field immediately, and let it lie until 
sowing time. The longer the Held re- 
mains after plowing tlie better, as it 
will give time for the oats to sprout 
and grow before sowing.
